





$150,000 ONTARIO 
AIRPORT ELECTION 
SET FOR SEPT. 24 


Acquisition of 400 Acres and 
Development of Site 
Anticipated 








Voters in Ontario will go to the 
polls Sept. 24 and ballot on the 
question of issuing $150,000 in 
bonds for the purchase and devel- 
opment of a 400-acre municipal 
airport as the result of action tak- 
en last night by the Ontario city 
council. 

Daie for the special election 
was set in an ordinance. Albout 
half of the bond issue will ibe usea 
for purchase of the site and the | 
remainder will be used for con- 
struction of hangars, shops ana 
other improvements. 

Development of an airport is 
regarded as a necessary step iu 
the bringing to Ontario of aviation | 
factories and allied industries. Es- 
tablishment of the Cal-Aero cor- 
poration flying field has given 
impetus to efforts of Ontario civic 
leaders in the further developmen: 
of the community ag an industrial | 
center. | 

While no definite assurances 
have been given, unofficial reports 
indicate that when the municipai 
airfield is established several new 
industries will be established in 
Ontario.

Three major railways announce 
cheaper orange juice, as a result 
of recent agitation over the high 
price of juice. Because of the 
revenue which railroads receive 
for hauling fruit, cooperation of 
the carriers was sought to in- 
crease consumption through re- 
duction of prices. 

Prices vary on the Santa Fe, 
according to the class of train.

mation on flying at the meeting of

Mr. Todd has been flying for 


some years and states that travei 


by that method “is not much morr 
expensive than by car.” He also 
told of the advantages of radiv 
in flying, saying that perhaps no 
other industry has profited more 
from radio than has flying. “In a 
year and a half,” said the speak- 
er, “there has not been a serious 
accident on all the standard ain 
lines”, the record being the more 
remarkable because of the many 
thousands of miles passengers 
have traveled by that method. 
There is a drop in temperature 
of one degree for every 300 feet 
of elevation, said Mr. Todd, who

time—and even more than that

Mrs. Naftel Hears 
From Relatives in 
Flooded Louisiana 


Mrs. W. F. Naftel has just re- 
ceived a letter from her brothe: 
and ‘sister-in-law, Mr. and Mrs 
Frank Marshall of Crowley, La., 
in which they tell of the destruc- 
tive floods following the recent 
hurricane and rains that swept in 
from the gulf, causing Lake Ar- 
thur and many other lakes ana 
streams to spread out over thous- 
ands of acres of farm lands and a 
number of towns. 

The Marshalls live on a large 
rice plantation several miles from 
Crowley and the water came with- 
in one and a half inches of the 
first floor of their home. The 
water was just beginning to re- 
cede when the letter wag written 
and they will not know for a num- 
ber of days what their loss. in 
livestock and crops will be. 

Rowing over the tops of fences 
and trees, Mr. Marshall and his 
sons went in a boat to Crowley to 
aid in rescue work and they saiw 
many homes washed away or in- 
undated. When they returned 
home they had to tie their boat to 
the pump beside the house. 

Mrs. Marshall stated much or 
the drinking water is ruined ana 
there is fear of epidemics as the 
flood waters recede.

and released by J. R. Johnston, 
who continues the records start- 
ed by A. P. Harwood many years 
ago. Rainfall data is collected at 
Twenty-second street, Upland. 

Rainfall year dates from July | 
1 to June 30. Hence a new “rain- { 
fall year” has already started, | 
but only a trace of rain has been ; 
recorded since July 1, 1940, when 
a light sprinkle fell on July 28. 


Precipitation for the year which ; 
conéluded June 30, 1940, totaled | 
23.84, which was more than an | 
inch and a half above the 49-year ! 
average and more than six inches | 
ahead of 1938-39. Unusual aspect | 
of the 1939-40 rainfall record was | 
the 5.39 inches of rain which fell | 
during September. Rainfall in| 
January amounted to 7.11 inches, | 
which was the heaviest month of! 
any during the year.

Wendell Willkie’s address on Saturday was not eloquent. 
The presentation did not sway the national radio audience. 
His word pictures were not colorful; his manner of speech 
was commonplace; not oratorical—but what he said was 
powerful in its meaning. é 

Wendell Willkie was critical of President Roosevelt’s as- 
pirations for a third term and some of the President’s deal- 
ings with the warring European nations. On the whole, 
however, the acceptance address delivered by the Repub- 
liean nominee for President was mild in its criticism of the 
present administration ; it dealt more with constructive ideas 
as to how a nation with great potential wealth might become 
more prosperous, yet retain the accomplishments of the past 
seven years. 

Wendell Willkie is no better today because he is a Re- 

publiean than he was a few years ago when he was a Demo- 
erat. He alluded to his change in political parties during 
the address from Elwood, Indiana. It is the man and his 
ideas that are the issues in the presidential campaigns. 
T tn Upland are some Democrats who would vote for the 
Democratic nominee just because he was the Democratic 
nominee. Likewise, there are many Republicans here who 
are for the party always. And so it is over the nation. 

However, Americans, generally, today are not concerned 
about party lines; they are concerned about the man who is 
going to be im the White House during the next four years. 
The next President will take office in a time of world crisis 
ang national emergency. And as soon as he sits down at his 
desk he will grapple with problems, the solutions of which 
are known to no ome. He will have to be prepared to deal 
‘with changes and trends which menace all that the United 








States has created. 

Six months ago Wendell Willkie was only a name to the 
mass of people im the nation. Today there probably is not 
@ person in the United States who doesn t know he is the 
Republican candidat President, although the average 
person knows really very little more about him personally.

He is the type Americans like to hear about—his beginnings 
were humble; by his own merits he became an outstanding
